As we enter the latter part of 
L981 we find the profession in a 
state of stabilizing itself after 
a downturn in the economy of archi- 
zecture in Chicago and Illinois. 
Jowever, the energies of both the 
[llinois Council and the Chicago 
chapter have been moving forward 
in establishing better rapport 
vith both the City and the State 
in many areas. 

Ron Moline, President of Illi- 
is Council, has been able to 
Lead us with legislation which 
shanged the Statute of Limitations 
20 be more equitable than in the 
ast. Furthermore, the Illinois 
Youncil has established better re- 
Lationships with the State Legis- 
lature in order to provide fertile 
jround for further advances. 

Shirley Norvell, our executive 
lirector at Illinois Council should 
xe applauded for the great lobby- 
ing efforts she has performed on 
yehalf of Illinois architects. 

In Chicago, we have worked with 
(llinois Council in rewriting the 
Jandicap Accessibility Standards 
xy participating on Mayor Byrne's 
landicap committee. The Standards 
lave been drafted and the committee 
vill meet later this month fo fi- 
alize them and make a presenta- 
zion to Illinois Council who will 
jorward the draft to the State of 
‘llinois. The Mayor's committee 
jor the handicapped was comprised 
£ several CCAIA members as well 
ıs representatives from the City 
ind other organizations. 

The Chicago Chapter has worked 
rith the City of Chicago on the 
lorth Loop proposal, with papers 
ing presented to City Hall on 
wo separate occasions, which in- 
‘luded a design charette on energy 
malysis, historic preservation, 
lesign and planning. The Chapter, 
hhrough its committee structure, 


has been able to respond rapidly, 
throughly and extensively through 
the hard work of all the cammittee 
chairmen and members. Without the 
coordination and work assumed by 
the Planning Committee it would 
never have been accomplished. 

The Chicago Chapter is also 
working with the Building Depart- 
ment to establish better rapport 
with the city officials and all 
architects. Over several months 
Jim Goettsch has been chairing a 
committee to provide liaison with 
the Building Department to provide 
better understanding between the 
City and the architect. 

Continuous participation and 
cooperation between Illinois Coun- 
cil and the Chapter will insure ef- 
fective legislation and a working 
relationship with the City. To- 
gether we form a union with strength 
at both levels. 


INSURANCE UPDATE 


We are pleased to report that 
on September 16, 1981, Governor 
Thompson signed into law a bill 
which gives protection of the 1979 
special construction twelve-year 
Statute of Limitations to Illinois 
projects completed before 1979. 
Attorney Paul M. Lurie has given 
us the following comments on the 
Significance of this development: 

"The 1979 enactment was the 
culmination of a struggle which 
started back in 1967 when the Il- 
linois Supreme court voided the 
special six-year construction Sta- 
tute of Limitation. However, the 
1979 law only covered projects 
which were completed after Novem- 
ber 29, 1979. Therefore, if an 
architect had completed work be- 
fore then, he would still be liable 
to suit forever. He would also 
have to carry professional liabil- 
ity insurance with retroactive 


coverage dating to the inception 
of his practice. He would have to 
maintain records on those projects 
forever. To make matters worse, 
it is unlikely that a test of con- 
stitutionality of the new law 
would occur until 1991, twelve 
years after the effective date of 
the law. 

The law just signed deletes the 
restriction which made the Act 
prospectively effective. There- 
fore, we should be getting a test 
case through the courts shortly. 
If the law is upheld, records and 
insurance coverages generally will 
only have to be maintained for a 
period of twelve years on all pro- 
jects, whenever completed. We are 
optimistic that the constitution- 
ality will be upheld. The courts 
have recently been showing a fava- 
able attitude toward the special 
statute of limitation which Illi- 
nois doctors were able to get 
passed shortly before the construc- 
tion law was enacted." 

Mr. Lurie has consistently work- 
ed for many years to benefit the 
legal position of A/E's. 

From an insurance standpoint, 
it will take some time to ascer- 
tain the benefit of changes in 
the Act as they relate to premium 
dollars. The long-range implica- 
tions are certainly favorable. 

GENERAL LIABILITY INSURANCE - 
Federal Kemper Insurance Company 
has agreed to broaden coverage and 
arrange a mcre favorable rating 
basis for architects in the State 
of Illinois. This does not mean 
that they will always be the "most 
competitive market" in all situa- 
tions, but it is evidence of their 
willingness to make substantial 
changes in their procedures for 
the benefit of firms in the archi- 
tectural profession. 

NEW PLAN - At the request of 
Howard Birnberg, AIA, who is Chair- 
man of the CCATA Insurance Commit- 
tee, a new health plan was intro- 


duced as of October 1, 1981, which 
provides for the inclusion of semi- 
private hospital room and board 
charges with no dollar limit. The 
entire substance of the new plan 
is too lengthy to outline herein.
